Corsets Again. 


How to make women wear corsets—long a 
problem of the manufacturers of these articles 
of dress—was really a problem very simple 
of solution, after all. It has been solved 
for them, and for women too, by the Paris 
dress designers. With the revival of clothes 
requiring some sort of foundation garments, 
the revival of the corset has been accom- 
lished with none of the effort which most 
women felt would be necessary. Corsets, in 
ene form or another, are a logical result of 
the new mode, and have been accepted as 
such. The new, close-fitting clothes, with 
their encased hips, slim waistlines, and 
draped effects, demand, first, that the figure 
shall be the subject of careful study, and, 
second, that the fitting of the garment de- 
ae to mould the form to the new 
silhouette, shall be done by expert fingers.

Removing Rust. 


This year, however, I have a better plan. 
Having had the car thoroughly washed at 
the garage, I select a sunny day, and. after 
driving the car into the open, 
basin of water, a sponge and a _ chamois- 
leather; a finely-cut stick, with a cloth tied 
round the end of it, a bottle of ‘‘ spirits of 
salts,” a fine brush and a tin of black paint 
or enamel. The last-named requisite I put 
on the kitchen range—not too near the fire— 
and donning an old coat and a pair of gloves, 
I sally forth with all my collection (except 
the paint) to the scene of activities. 

I usually begin at the front left-hand wing 
and work clockwise around the car. 

With the bottle of. spirits of salts in one 
hand and the stick, with the cloth tied on, 
in the other, the work begins. 

Dipping the stick in the bottle, I rub it on 
the first rust spot until all the nasty yellow 
stain gives place to a clean surface, and 
then immediately I wash off the spint with 
cold water, and dry it off with the chamois 
leather. 


Warm Paint. 


Thus, from spot to spot I journey all around 
the motor, taking care to wash each spot the 
moment the rust disappears, and to renew the 
cloth on the stick as required. I 


I am careful not to allow any of the spirit | 


on my fingers, as the stuff is poison—hence 
the stick. 

Frequently I bring a little fold-up stool on 
the job, as, after all, comfort is comfort. 

If the day .is sunny—asI said it should 
be—the parts to be painted up will now be 
quite hot, which is the ideal surface for ama- 
ture painting. 

If the wings look patchy from the spot- 
washing I give them a quick rub with any 
advertised wing-polish and a soft cloth. 
This is in no way necessary, but it makes 
the finished job nicer when the time comes 
for me to stand back and admire. 

I next visit the kitchen to collect the little 
tin of paint which is now warmed up, and. 
having stirred it well with a bit of wood, I 
proceed with a fine brush to apply the warm 
paint to the warm surface. It spreads evenly 
and dries quickly, and I know that not only 
is the car looking better, hut also that I have 
stopped the spread of the rust, which if 
neglected, will eat away the surface gradually.

Be the eyes of most people Florence 

Nightingale is regarded as a brave, 
kind-hearted, daring and enthusiastic 
woman, who became a nufse with the set 
p of lightening the burden of 
humanity—a Victorian who overcame the 
obstacles of her age, and gave a noble and 
inspiring example to womanhood and the 
British Empire. According to ‘Mr. 
O'Malley she was more. She was a Vic- 
torian in the true sense, not in the de- 
risive sense of the word in which it is 
employed to-day. She had those high, 
virtuous ideals which set the stamp of 
purity upon the era in which she lived. 
She was also a thinker and philosopher. 
Her code of life and her actions were 
based upon her thoughts and philosophy, 
and were carried out with that intense 
earnestness of purpose that so charac- 
tetised her discontented youth, and her 
anselfish work in the Crimea in her later 
days. Though the fact is not accepted 
generally, Florence Nightingale was the 
unconscious forerunner of the movement 
for woman's emancipation. 

This book contains two parts, the first 
vf which deals with the social life of 
Florence, called Flo., until the outbreak 
of the Crimean War in 1854. The 
Night/ngale family moved in a dis- 
tinguished ¢ircle, among whom were found 
such eminent people as Lord and Lady 
Palmerston, and Mr. and Mrs. Sidnev 
Herbert. Flo became acquainted with 
the renowned women of her day, Mary 
Clarke, later Mme. Mohn, Elizabeth 
Barrett Browning, Harriet Martineau, 
George Eliot and several others. She 
read the books of George Sand. 

Although she had always felt the call 
to help the suffering, the contact with 
women of such standing undoubtedly 
developed her freedom of thought. From 
the age of seventeen, when the call first 
came to her. she did all that she could 
to throw aside the superficialities of the 
life in which she moved. She was trained 
as a nurse. The war broke out. and she was 
appointed by Sidney Herbert on behalf 
of the War Office with the mission to 
attend to the wounded and sick soldiers 
in the barrack’s hospital at Scutari. She 
more than fulfilled all that was expected 
of her, and her actions are treated in the 
second part of the book. The affection that 
she won not only from the soldiers whom 
she tended, but from the people from 
every part of England, speaks for itself of 
the mighty work which she attained and 
of the stimulus which she _ afforded 
not merely to her own generation ; for, as 
the biographer says, “she was right in 
thinking that she was only at the be- 
ginning of her work.” 

This biography shows a remarkable 
psychological insight, and the reader is 
given an opportunity to see the actions 
of a great and magnanimous soul and to 
judge for himself the motives that 
prompted them.

Én much-abused and misapplied 
phrase, “ « human docuimc .t,’’ is espe- 
cially applicable to this book, which, as a 
record ot suffering and tribulation, ranks 
only second to that really great novel by 
Marcus Clarke, ‘‘ For the Term of His 
Natural Life.” There is, however, this 
difference. Whereas Clarke’s book is 
founded on fact, this narrative is fact 
itself, and, though it lacks the stark

power of the greater work, its simplicity 
and candour invest it with a sincerity 
absent from the other book. Clarke wrote 
with a purpose. Rashleigh kept a glori- 
fied diary, “written up” from recollec- 
tions when times had bettered themsel: es. 

There are dark places in life, undreamt 
of by the ordinary individual], and depths 
of degradation, suffering and despair into 
which few penertate to return to normal 
existence. Thus the appeal of this volume 
lies in the fact that Rashleigh, having 
drunk so deep of that bitter cup, yet lived 
to become honest and honourable, and died 
at last at the hands of the aboriginals, 
while his final concern was for the safety 
of his companion. 

The book is an Odyssey of frailty and 
human agony; yet throughout we get 
glimpses of the man’s indomitable courage 
and finer self, which, purified by suffering, 
eventually brought him back to rectitude, 
and glorified his final moments with the 
noblest of human emotions. 

The skilful editing of the late Earl of 
Birkenhead has preserved the form and 
originality of Rashleigh’s narrative. The 
tale is a terrible and thrilling record of 
the convict days in New South Wales. 


ENGLISH EDUCATION. 
———— 
The Reformation and English Education. By 


Norman Wood, M.A., Ph.D. London: Routledge. 
15/- net. 


HEN the Reformation shattered the 
unity of Western Christendom, and 

the English Crown made itself supreme 
head of the Church in England, the need 
to establish uniformity arose. The Crown, 
in order to deal effectively with the various 
elements of disorder, took a leaf out of 


the book of the medieval Church, and | 


embarked on a policy of controlling educa- 
tion. To this end schoolmasters were 
obliged se have a licence to teach, wich 
was obiwinable from the bishop. The 
school books used in religious education, 
which was compulsory, were subject to 
censorship. Printing presses were put 
under Royal contrel, and the universities, 
who were responsible for the production 
of a learned ministry, found themselves 
obeying the Crown’s orders. 

The story of this interesting phase of 
English education has been told in detail 
by Dr. Wood, who has spared no pains 
to make it as complete as possible within 
the limits of three hundred and fitty 
pages. The book is a miracle of compila- 
tion and condensation, without any inter- 
ference with the progress of the narrative. 
If one may single out any chapter for 
special comment, that on the universities 
is especially excellent. In it the author 
has managed to give a true picture of the 
state of the universities during the Tudor 
period, and the blend of detail and outline 
is most judicious.

‘The Golden island ” is an excellent book 
for anyone who is in search of an adventure 
story where no harm ever betails§ the 
characters and everything that they attempt 
turns out successfuily. A picture of San 
Francisco in the early days ot the first gold 
rush is drawn vividly, and we are given the 
story of the discoverer of the Golden Island, 
who goes off alone into the wilds im search 
of a gold mine, and finds it with the greatest 
ease. Constantly throughout the book one is 
reminded of the wonderful island discovered 
by the Swiss Family Robison, where the 
shipwrecked family 1s washed ashore to find 
virtually all the comforts oi home life await- 
ing it. Jin fact, the Golden Island turns 
out to be such another “ home from home ”' 
as that on which the Robinsons landed, and, 
just as one read of their adventures with in- 
terest and amusement, so does one read of 
the adventures of James Calville and the 
finding of the Golconda mine.

My recent paragraphs about crocodiles’ 
eggs remind a correspondent of a story 
which he heard from an African lecturer. 
It appears that the country around the 
mouth of the Zambesi is very muddy,

His business became so prosperous that 
it attracted the attention of the authori- 
ties, and when they found out what ‘he 
was doing they refused to buy any more 
of his crocodiles. The Jew, however, went 
to law, won his case, and made quite a lot 
out of it. 


An Ancient ‘ACavoralty. 


I notice that the outgoing Mavor of 
Limerick has been ‘re-elected to another 
term of ofhee. This office dates hack to 


1197. In that year John. Ear! of More 


| ton, the then Lord Lieutenant, bestowed 


on the City of Limerick the right to elect 
a Mayor. It was not until 1205 that 
Waterford was raised to the dignity of a 
borough, and fifteen years later a charter 
was conferred on Cork. Some authorities 
state that it was not until 1207, ten years 
later. that London was empowered to an- 
point a Mavor and bailiff, so that the 
“ Treaty City ” carn claim a greater age 
as a horough than London itself. The 
sword carried by the Chief Constab! 


| before the Mayor on special occasions was 


granted to the Corporation by Queen 
Elizabeth. It is a large weapon, with 
a blade 44 inches long, and has a cross 
guard hilt. 

The maces of the Corporation—there 
are four of them—are also very valuable. 


being made of solid silver. They are | 


inscribed with the names of the Mayor 
and Sheriffs for the vear 1379, and despite 
their great age, are in a good state of 
preservation to-day. 


A Day Lost or Gained. 


I see that the question has been raised, | 
in regard to the recent performance of ;! 


Messrs. Post and Gatty, whether it would 
make any difference if they had gone West 
instead of East in starting, or whether 


i there was a day lost or gained in making 


the circle of the globe. It is a well- 
known fact that, if a traveller proceeding 
East voes round the earth, the number of 
his days will exceed by one those of the 
regular calendar. The reason of this is 
that he goes to meet the sun in its 
apparent revolution round the earth, and, 
therefore, each of his days is shorter than 
it otherwise would be. 

Similarly, if he set out westwards to 
travel round the globe, his count of days 
on completing the journey would be one 


| less than if he had remained stationary, 


but each of his days would be longer than 
the normal twenty-four hours. The result 
would be that, if two travellers moving 
with equal speed set out in opposite direc- 
tions to circumnavigate the globe, whether 
bv sea or air, they would find on returning 
to the same place that their times (sup- 
posed to have been regulated by the sun) 
differed by two days. 


Hats and Heat. 


The quest for the coolest tvpe of 
masculine headgear for sultry weather 
may be aided by recalling a remarkable 
test carried out some years ago. On a 
blazing hot afternoon seven men submitted 
to the ordeal of wearing respectively for 
a period of two hours on end a silk 
‘‘topper.’’ a bowler, a felt hat, a soldier's 
peaked khaki cap, a hard straw boater., 
a cloth cap, and a Panama. At the end 
of the specified time the temperature 
inside every hat was registered by an 
ingenious device. The result showed, as 
might have been expected, that the coolest 
of all was the Panama, which registered 
only 77.9 degrees; but, rather surprisingly, 
the felt hat proved cooler (79.9) than the 
hard straw, which registered 86. The silk 
hat gave a temperature of 89.6, which 
was appreciably lower than the bowler 
(92.3) and the cloth cap (94.1). The 
hottest of all was the soldier’s cap, which 
sent the thermometer up to 98.6. 


Che Pigeon House. 


One of the quaint survivals in Dublin 
place-names which I heard discussed the 
other day was the Pigeon House—a title 
which clings to the premises at the end ci 
the South Wall extension of the Liffey 
quay. Inquiry reveals that the name 
derives from a small wooden house which 
was built early in the eighteenth century 
on piles near the spot. This was called 
‘* Pidgeon’s House ' from its occupation 
by a watchman of that name, and was 
highly popular as a resort for boating 
parties from Dublin. Pidgeon supp:: 
mented his ordinary occupation and 
income by supplying refreshments to his 
visitors, and so many of them ultimately) 
came that he set up a boat for himself to 
convey them to and from the shore. 

When the piles were superseded by the 
South Wall. a stone dwelling, at first 
known as the “ Block House,’’ replaced 
Pidgeon’s abode, and it is recorded that 
the Lords Justices, with the Lord Mavor 
of Dublin and the directors of the Ballast 
Office, partook of a “ cold repast ' there in 
1764. i 
Verv soon, however, the old familiar 
name was resumed, in the'corrupted form 
oí “ Pigeon House,” and the place became 
the famous starting point for the English 
packet boats. The attentions of the 
Revenue officers there used to be mentioned 
evnically as the “ plucking at the Pigeon 
i after which the long-suffering

CONCLUSION OF DUBLIN

*his matter, indeed, was brought up at 
a recent meeting of the Corporation, when 
a motion. was passed calling on the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce to 
introduce legislation on the subject. If 
was pointed out that, when the price of 
electricity was fixed for the Cork area, 
no provision was made for compensating 
the tramway employes, and the suggestion 
was made that the necessary funds could 
be raised by increasing the price for 
electricity. 


FOREIGN BACON IN CORK. 


The position of the Irish pig-breeder is 
not as good as could be wished. and 
is is disquieting to learn that the iniports 
of bacon are still very large. It is some 
what of a mystery to the layman why an 
agricultural country should be forced to 
import bacon at all, but the fact remains. 
and it was recently stated that the im 
ports last year actually exceeded the 
exports 

An additional grievance is that a great 
amount of this foreign bacon is being 
smoked in Cork, and then branded so as 
to give it the appearance of being Irish. 
This would seem to be a clear case for 
the law, but it appears that those con- 
cerned are careful not to brand it “ Best 
Irish Bacon.” The brand used is ‘‘ Best 
[rish Smoked ’’—an ingenious wav round 
the difficulty. 

The latter case could, of course. be 
met by additional legislation, but the 
other is a more serious one. It. is too 
ecsy to say ‘‘Put a tariff on it”: and 
the Southern farmers are beginning to be 
distrustful of tariffs, suspecting that any 
benefits are likely to go to the manu- 
facturers rather than to themselves. 


VILLAGE SHORTCOMINGS. 


Conditions in County Cork have im- 
proved a good deal within the last few 
years, but in some respects they are stil] 
appallingly primitive. Nobody who has 
visited the country villages ean hav 
failed to notice their shortcomings in the 
matters of sewerage and water supplies. 
Even in some of the larger towns condi 
tions are not good, and thev are still less 
so at the minor seaside resorts. 

It was recently revealed at a Publi 
Health Committee that at one village the 
inhabitants took their supply of water 
from a small stream half a mile awav: 
another was dependent on a small shallow 
spring on the roadside, and a third had 


no water supply at all, the nearest public | 


pump being five miles distant. In th 


first two cases, it was stated, the water | 


was subject to contamination, and was a 
very unsafe source for domestic use. 


This state of affairs, one may say. is | 


common to more than three villages in the 
county, and it is a perpetual wonder to 
find the inhabitants so healthy, when, by 
all the laws of hygiene, they should have 
contracted typhoid long ago. Their 
present health, however, is no excuse for 
neglecting the matter, and it is only fair 
to add that the authorities are taking 
steps to remedy it. Sewerage schemes 
and water supplies have already been 
carried out in many centres, and are con-

CAPPOQUIN, Saturday. ' 
HE death occurred last evening of the 
Right Rev. Dom. Maurus O’Phelan (78) 
É Lord Abbot of Mount Melleray 
Cistercian Abbey, after an illness of nearly 
two months, A native of Kilrossanty, County 
Waterford, the deceased Abbot first joined 


Mount Melleray as a student sixty-four years 


ago, long before the present fine boardin 
houses had beenierected for the students and 
when the boys .of ‘that time had “to find 
accommodation in some of the farmhouses on 
the bleak mountain side near the famous 
abbey. Having completed his studies, he was 
ordained as a priest, and remained a member 
of the community, so that he had been con- 
tinuously a member of the abbey since he 
first entered it as a boy at the age of fourteen 
years. In a short time the young priest dis- 
played such outstanding ability’ and ad- 
ministrative psf | that he was appointed 
guest master, and later filled the important 
positions of housekeeper, choir master, college 
professor, sub-prior and prior, filling the 
latter position in 1908, when the late Right 
Rev. Dr. Delaney, Lord Abbot, died, after 
which the Right Rev. Dom. Maurus O’Phelan 
was appointed Lord Abbot, being consecrated 
on August 15th, 1908, so that he had filled 
this position for close on twenty-three years. 
NOTABLE WORKS. : 

A man of rare erudition and intellectual 
attainments, he was not long in office when 
he set about carrying out important improve- 


ments in the abbey, his most notable works 


in this respect being the establishment of the 
new agricultural buildings, a new cloister and 
seminary chapel, the installation of electric 
light, an agricultural college, and a founda- 
tion convent for Cistercian nuns at Glencairn, 
Abbey, Lismore. While the developments of 
the famous seminary at Melleray always was 
a matter dearest to his heart, a native Irish 
speaker ot culture and refinement, he did 
great work for the Irish language revival, in 
conjunction with Dr. O’Growney, Dr. 
Sheehan, Dr. Hennebery, and other brilliant 
pioneers of the day. The high position 
occupied to-day by Mount Melleray Seminar 
in the teaching of Irish is mainly due to his 
enthusiastic efforts in this respect. He was a 
man of unbounded charity, and generosity in 
every deserving cause, and his long life of 
goodness and kindness in this respect should 
endure for many years as a memorial to his 
great work while in charge of Mount 
Melleray. 
HIS ILLNESS. 

At the Glee Day ceremonies his address was 
mainly devoted to the Irish language ques-

WOMAN BEATEN TO DEATH. 
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COUNTY WEXFORD MAN CHARGED 
WITH MURDER. 


From Ovurn Own CORRESPONDENT. 
WEXFORD, Saturday. 

N the farmyard of her brother the inquest 
| on the body of Elizabeth Reck (65), un 

married, who was found murdered in a 
lane near her house at Crory, Castlebridge, 
County Wexford, in the earlier part of the 
day, was opened by Mr. J.J. Roche, Coroner 
for South Wexford, last evening. 

Superintendent Walsh, Civic Guard, Wex 
ford, conducted the examination of the wit- 
nesses, and Chief Superintendent M.. 
McCarthy, Wexford, also was in attendance. 

Francis Reck, brother of the deceased 
woman, with his head heavily bandaged, and 
his face severely gashed from the struggle 
which he had had with a man named Henry 
Carty that morning, was first examined. 

At about a quarter to nine that morning, 
he said, his sister was at their house as 
he and Carty proceeded with three pigs 
for Crossabeg to have them weighed. After 
Carty and he had gone a short distance. 
and as Carty was not talking witness aske: 
him to make a guess at the weight of the 

igs. Carty did not reply, »ut stooped, and 
immediately afterwards witness felt a violent 
blow on his right ear. The blow, he believed, 
was struck with a stone. 

Superintendent Walsh—I saw the mark at 
the ‘place where the stone was, but 1 could 
not find the stone 

FELLED BY BLOW. 

Continuing, witness said that the blow 
felled him, and while he was on the ground 
Carty kicked him in the mouth and knocked 
out all his front teeth, with the exception of 
two. Witness tried to struggle away from 
Carty, who resorted to picking up stones, 
which he threw at him with full force. 

““Í managed to get up. and tried to cross 
a fence to get home,” continued witness. 
‘Carty endeavoured to cross the same fence 
at the same time, and when I was on top of 
the fence Carty caught a post to lift himself 
up. which bared his face. I then struck him 
a blow across the face with a plant in order 
to protect myself. I was exhausted at the 
time, and I believe that had Carty 
got into the field he would have 
killed me. He did not follow me anv 
further, and I saw him turn back the 
road we had being going with the pigs. 

SS FATAL MISSION. 

I came home and told my sister to go 
down to Mr. Shiggins and ask him to go to 
the Civic Guard and inform them that Carty 
had brutally assaulted me. It was about 
half past nine o'clock when my sister went to 
Mr. Shiggins, and I did not see her alive 
afterwards.”’ 

Replying to the Coroner, witness said that 
he knew Carty for about twenty-five vears. 
Carty was about fifty-eight years of age. an“ 
had been occasionally in his employment, and 
was for the past five or six weeks emploved 
by him. 

Coroner—During the time he was in vour 
employment could you say that he was 
mentally affected? 7 

Witness—He had not the same grit as other 
people. 

Coroner—You never 
abnormal! about him? 

Witness—I think that he was cute enough 
to drown eels. 

In reply to Superintendent Walsh, witness 
said that when his sister did not return from 
Shiggins’s house, and as he was afraid of 
Carty, he went in search of his sister through 
the fields. He met Mrs. Shiggins on the 
road after she had come from where his 
sister's body was found, and she informed 
him that his sister was dead. He went to 
the scene, and found her dead body on the 
grass margin. feturning home, he found

O'Connor, to obtain a white sheet to place 
over her body, he found that the tick on her 
bed was cut up, and the feathers scattered | 
around the floor.

On that | 
morning Carty was an unusually long time | 
at his breakfast. He. however, had always 
found that Carty was honest.

Luxury Ships, 

After an important session in Paris, the 
North Atlantic Shipping Conference has 
adjourned until the end of the present 
month. The Conference had hoped to 
reach an agreement respecting the reduc- 
tion of fares on luxury liners, but the 
delegates were unable to come to terms, 
and the matter has been referred to a sub- 
committee of experts, which will meet in 
Brussels at the end of next week. All 
fares on the North Atlantic route are regu- 
lated by the Shipping Conference. In this 
way ‘‘ cut-throat ” competition between 
the big shipping companies is avoided, and 
rates are regulated in such a manner as to 
give every company in the Conference a 
reasonable share of the proceeds. Recently 
there has been a very heavy drop in the 
volume of trans-Atlantic passenger traffic. 
During the present season the number cf 
persons crossing from America to Europe 
has fallen by no fewer than two thousand 
a week, and all the companies are feeling 
the pinch. The British companies proposed 


| a reduction in the rates for cabin pas- 
| sengers on all the lines, but it seems that 


| the Germans objected to any interference 


with the fares on luxury steamers such as 
the Europa and the Bremen. These liners 
are so fast that they are the most popular 
ships on the North American route. and

COSGRAVE. 

Sirn,—Next year. Dublin is to welcome 
thousands at the Eucharistic Congress. It is 
fair to assume that they will be visitors 
especially interested in the application of 
religion to life. You will have much to show 
and tell which they will applaud; but with 
what eyes will you face them when they ask 
‘‘What is the meaning, in this noble city, of 
these miles of squalid tenements, acres of 
slum courts! What is being done to abolish 
them-” You may point in answer to lines 
of new houses built by yous Commissioners 
or by public utility societies, led by men like 
Canon Hall and Mr. W. Byrne. But will you 
be able to say that the slums of the city are 
one whit less crowded, their denizens one jot 
less miserable than when the Free State came 
into being? Or can you show them legis!a-

which it would be one of the first duties ot 
tne League of Nations to promote. 

The sentiment of peace, he said, is uni 
versal: the practice of peace is circumscribed. 
Sentiment and piety are not enough now, 
und the world expects from Geneva not 
merely results showing that we are ail in 
favour of peace. The world expects agree. 
ment in figures, in tonnages, in man-power, 
in material, and an actual reduction in those 
materials which mean that nations are pre 
paring for war. Unles we reance men, guns, 
ships, air destructi6n, unless we reduce 
weapons that have no purpose in war what- 
ever except, the purpose of destruction, unless 
we can produce prograinmes with figures less 
than the figures showing the armaments of 
various nations now, we have not done our 
dutv: at Geneva 

We are going to Geneva determined, by 
persuasion, DV arguments, DY appeais, 
appeals to what has been written, appeals to 
niedges already taken, appeals to history, 
appeals to common sense, to get the nations 
of the world to join in and reduce this 
enormous, disgraceful burden of armaments. 
which we are now bearing from one end -” 
the world to the other. The point of it all 
is this: Geneva must give results. The way 
is to be long. to be hard, to be flintv. 
The man and the woman who are valuable 
to-day to face these complicated problems 
are the man and woman who can come 
up to the assault, be beaten back, and 
come back agains, fuli of heart and spirit, 
knowing that though right is worsted, 
wrong will not triumph, but, by the faith, 
the persistence, and the energy of the deter-

MR. BALDWIN’S SUPPORT.

We were bound by Treaty and by honour to 
international disarmament. 

Mr. Baldwin quoted figures showing the 
reductions in Naval and Air personnel in 
Great Britain since the war. Our example 
was not followed, he said. Had the like 
reduction been made by any other country 
the whole world would have thrown up 
their hats, and in no country would there 
have been received a greater meed of praise 
than in our country. But, because it was 
only the British who did it, no one took 
any notice, and there ‘were people yet who 
said that this country had done nothing 
practical to help disarmament. 

We must press for the reduction of the 
air forces of the world and attempt to bring 
about some parity in the air forces of 
Western Europe, as I regard air forces as 
the spear-head of invasion, and probably 
the most dargerous form of arms. 


HOPE IN THE LEAGUE. 

Onr hope of disarmament in Europe is in 
the League of Nations. ‘The League suffers 
through the absence of two nations, one in 
the East and one in the West (Russia and 
the United States), bat both of them will be 
represented at the Disarmament Conference. 
The negotiations with Russia must neces- 
sarily be difficult from the nature of the case 
itself, but until we can see in that country 
progressive disarmament you can never get 
rid of the fear that exists in Eastern Euorpe 
against so great and powerful a neighbour. 

While it is not for us to ask or to advise 
or to try to cajole—the least successful oi 
all—the United States to get them to come 
into the League of Nations, I do say, without 
fear of contradiction from any statesman 
who has had to deal with the international 
problems in Europe, that every international 
problem in Europe since the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles has been made. incomparably more 


difficult to Europeans -by the, absenceoft 


America from the League. af, Natens. i 

We want her help in these appallay 
problems of reconciling national interests an 
disarmament, for disarmament we have to 
have ultimately. Fundamentally it is a 
fight for peace—a spiritual fight— (cheers)— 
and we have to heat with the things of the 
world. This fight is not won in a moment; 
the fight will be won ultimately. 


UNANIMITY COMPLETE.

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MR. LLOYD GEORGE’S VIEW. 
Mr. Lloyd George said that his contribu 


tion was to show that the unanimity of all | 


parties in the State was complete in regard 
to disarmament. Want of unanimity was 


‘one of the great. dangers of the position, 
‘ because disarmament was one of those things 


in which everyone agreed in principle but dif- 
fered in practice. It was like one of those bills 
that one piloted through the House of Com- 
mons. It got its second reading without a 
division, but in committee no two persons 
were -agreed upon it. 

What it means is, he said. that no one 
wants the bill, but no one dares say so, and 
it is very much the same with the policy of 
disarmament in the world. 

Continuing, Mr. Lloyd George said that 
after Locarno the Angel of Peace had never 
been so toasted. Since then preparations for 
war had been going on in almost every coun- 
try throughout the world. They will renounce 
war, but they forgot to renounce preparations 
for war. (Laughter and cheers:) -It is just 
like a man who takes the pledge and then 
proceeds immediately to fill his cellar with the 
choicest wines and the most potent spirits 
which he can purchase in the market. 

Lt us be quite frank. The only lessons of 
the war to which practical effect is being 
given to-day are the military lesscns. Mili. 
tarv defects are studied, and steps are im- 
mediately taken to remedy tliem for the next 
war. The weapons of war are studied. 
Stronger weapons, more powerful, more de- 
structive, are being devised, invented and 
manufactured. 


THE ESSENTIAL THING. 
You will never disarm; you will never effect 
real disarmament until you renounce war, 
zt merely on a scroll of paper, but in the 


| hearts of men. 
i 


You will not succeed until you break down 
the distinction in the minds of mankind be- 
tween the principles that guide individuals 
and those which ought to guide nations in 
these matters. (Cheers.) Let us take every 
step, let us make every effort to teach and 
influence the minds of men in that direction. 
When that is done, that pact to renounce 
war will become a reality. 
Nations will then become the most potent 
human agency to save humanitv from the 
horror and squalor of war. (Cheevs.) 

A vote of thanks was proposed to the 
speakers by Dr. Maud Royden, and seconded 
by Viscount Cecil. 

Viscount Cecil said that he could assure 
their distinguished friends that they had 
never done a greater single work for peace 
than in coming and demonstrating to the 
world the unanimity of their country. 

‘Between now and next February,” 
Viscount Cecil added, “‘ let us make it clear 
to the world, and especially to those nations 
who value the friendship of Britain, what 
is-the British policy and determination in 
this matter.”

STORM FLOODS MAIN 
STREETS. 


TRAMS UNABLE TO PUT 
PASSENGERS DOWN. 
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Following a severe thunderstorm yester- 
day, fire brigades were occupied for many 
hours at Middlesbrough pumping water 
out of the basements of business premises 
in the main streets. For over a mile on 
the principal tram routes it was impossible 
to put down passengers because of the 
depth of the flood water. The whole of 
the wooden blocks paving the principal 
exit from the ’bus station were uprooted, 
and ’buses had to be directed to a tem- 
porary route by the police. Three feet of 
water blocked the only exit from the town 
to the transporter bridge across the Tees, 
and trams were only able to proceed very 
slowly through the flood. One driver was 
temporarily injured from shock. 

According to Mr. S. E. Burgess, the 
borough engineer, over two inches of rain 
fell in Middlesbrough during the hour the 
storm raged. In the Marsh road district a 
rowing boat was employed to convey 
people to their homes, and in one house 
in Marsh road, occupied by Mrs. Dean, 
three feet of water accumulated and bricks 
had to be knocked out of the scullery to 
allow it to recede. In basements occupied 
in Grange road there were. six feet of 
water and furniture was ruined. These 
basements are often flooded when there is 
heavy rain, but to-night’s flooding was the 
worst for many years. All the families 
had warning and were able to leave before 
the water reached danger height. 

Visitors to the hospitals were marooned 
during the storm and in most of the 
churches worshippers were unable to 
leave and passed away the time singing 
hymns.

GARDONE.” 
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TRIBUTE FROM ITALY’S 
SOLDIER POET.

GARDONE, Sunday. 

“Sir Kaye Don of Gardone—sans peur et 
sane reproche,’’ is how Italy’s soldier-poet, 
Signor Gabrielle d’Annunzio, describes the 
speed “ace” in a special message from 
Gardone, in Italy. 

‘With passionate and assiduous attention, 
both as expert and comrade, I have followed 
Kaye Don's efforts to break the world’s 
motor boat speed ‘record. Having observed 
this sober fellow—he is silent and persistent 


as well, both as to his work and character— 
I never doubted his final success. I was 
proud to hear him say after a run of bad 
luck that he felt sustained by my confidence 
and help. 

‘“In the difficult day of his triumph he 
furnished a high example of style. Even when 
I was yet young, speaking not as the accom- 
lished artist, but as a man strong and bold, 
i said, ‘style is everything!’ 

“In truth, Kaye Don, the man, is as 
simply and severely made as the motor boat 
of Lord Wakefield, and he has earned the 
title of ‘Sir Kaye Don of Gardone —‘ Sans 
peur et sana reproche.’ For that I am his 
guarantor and sponsor.”

BRITISH “IMITATION ” OF

HE full version of the study of the 
trade situation in the Argentine. 
made by Mr. George Jackson Eder, of the 
United States Commerce Department— 
the American counter-part to the Prince 
of Wales’s speech to British manu- 
facturers—has been sent by Reuter’s 
Washington Correspondent. It declares 
that :— 

British and German exporters are 
secking to imitate successful American 
merchandising methods in the Argen- 
tine ; | 

Much British and American export 
trade is mutually non-competitive ; 

The British Empire Trade Fxhibi- 
tion had little real commercial value 
commensurate with its reported cost 
of £6,000,000. 

Referring to the recent visit of the 
Prince of Wales and Prince George, Mr. 
Eder declared: “ The visitors aroused an 
enormous amount of curiosity and were a 
social success, but the visit had no 
apparent significance from the commercial] 
point of view.” | 

The report, which has been made un- 
officially for the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace, comprises 175 pages, 
and reviews the whole subject of inter- 
national competition for the rich prize of 
the expanding Argentine market. In 
general, Mr. Eder comes to the conclusion 
that each country has a special field of 
its own, and that only in a minority of 
goods is there direct competition. For 
example, he states, a quarter of United 
States exports “ are goods that are not, 
and cannot be, produced in England ”; 
another half consists of “goods that 
England’s present industrial ofganisation 
is ay be a not equipped to manufacture 
at competitive prices’’; and only from 
14 to 28 per cent. of the American trade, 
he says, can be considered in any way 
open to British rivalry. 

THE MOTOR CAR MARKET. 

According to accompanying figures, the 
United States supplied 26.9 per cent. of 
Argentina’s imports in 1929 and 21.6 per 
cent, in 1930—the drop being traceable 
to a single commodity, motor cars— 
the United Kingdom 18.6 per cent., and 
Germany 12.2 per cent. in each year. On 
the other hand, the United Kingdom took 
50 per cent. of Argentine exports last year, 
Germany 12.6 per cent., Belgium 11 per 
cent., and the United States only 9.3 per 
cent. 

Mr. Eder pays tribute to the one 
hundred years’ experience of England in 
the Argentine market, beside which the 
United States is a novice. America’s recent 
and revolutionary: contribution, however, 


| manufacturers and 


has been to establish direct liaison between 
importers while 
‘“ servicing ” the product. It is this, he 
declares, which British and German ex- 
porters are now seeking to imitate. 

“ BRITISH GOODS BEST?” 

While American advertising was one of 
the subjects most emphatically stressed by 
the Prince of Wales on his return, Mr. 
Eder does not attribute American trade 
success to advertising in the same degree 
as did the Prince. 

“The British concept of advertising, 
for example, he says, ‘‘ would seem to 
consist merely of a positive assertion of 
superiority, unsupported by any facts or 
reasoning, as is seen in the typically 
English slogan, ‘ British goods are best,’ 
or in the argument made by Lord 
D’Abernon on his recent mission to 
Argentina, that ‘ British goods are 
recognised to be the best in the world.’ ”' 

Mr. Eder terms both statements “' pal- 
pably absurd,’’ but acknowledges good- 
humouredly ‘‘the hypnotic value of the 
Briton’s confidence in his own 
superiority.’’ 

EXHIBITION AS AN “ ATTACK.” 

Referring to the British Trade Exhib'- 
tion, Mr. Eder says that it received extra- 
ordinary publicity, but he questions 
whether it had any real commercial value 
commensurate with the reported cost of 
£6,000,000, of which £2,000,000, he 
asserts, will be written off as loss. 

‘Probably the only firm to profit by it 
directly,”” Mr. Eder says, ‘‘ was the 
Standard Electric Company, a subsidiary 
of the American Western Electric Com- 
pany, which furnished the excellent radio 
and telephone installations. From the 
beginning the purpose of the Exhibition 
has been clearly to attack American 
mercantile supremacy.”’ 

In conclusion, Mr. Eder declares that 
tendencies point to an acceleration of in- 
dustry and commerce in the Argentine, 
and to closer co-operation with the United 
States. 

“The constant growth of American ‘nm 
vestments in public utilities and indus- 
trial plants will to a large extent,” he 
says. ‘‘direct the future course of trade, 
and may at the same time be expected 
to bring with it an increase in the level 
of wages. '

Todmorden. When Mr. Brain entered 
the church he stated that his reason for 
coming was that his parish church was 
closed on account of the holidays. He 
asked whether the congregation would 
join in the Service 

There were some shouts of “ No,” and 
a considerable hubbub ensued. A woman 
asked why the vicar had not intimated 
that there would be an exchange of 
pulpits that day. Mr. Brain replied that 
he and Mr. Caleb had never met until 
last week. “I take it,” he continued, 
“ that you would like to see peace estab- 
lished in the parish. I feel that the 
Church and Christianity, and Christ and 
God, have been badly let down. What 
does the world say when it sees Christians 
at variance among themselves ?’’ 

After the organist had been playing for 
some 35 minutes, it was agreed that if 
the choir appointed by ‘the vicar a few 
months ago would leave the stalls and sit 
in the body of the church, a Service should 
be held, but the choir remained in their 
seats, 

The dissentient congregation sang

COMMUNAL PROBLEM 
SOLUTION.

BOMBAY, Sunday. 
Tre Congress Working Committee, which 


concluded its session to-day, has issued 

a statement to the effect that the Com- 
mittee has considered the serious complaints 
received from the various provinces about 
‘“ breaches of the Irwin-Gandhi settlement by 
the provincial authorities.”’ It is added in 
the statement—‘‘ It is wnnecessary for the 
Committee to say more ‘on this question at 
present, as it is taking the necessary steps 
in the matter, and is not without hope of 
obtaining relief.”’ ' 

The Committee has adopted fer solution of 
the communal problem a scheme, the essential 
features of which are — 

(1) Adult franchise, or in any event 
uniform franchise, so extensive as to reflect 
in the electoral roll the proportion in popula- 
tion of every community. 

(2) A joint electorate, with the reservation 
of seats in the federal and provincial legis- 
latures on a population basis, with the right 
to contest additional seats for Hindus in Sind, 
Muslims in Assam, Sikhs in the Puniab and 
North Western Frontier province, and for 
Hindus and (or) Muslims in any province 
where they are less than twenty-five per 
cent. of the population. 

(5) Recognition of the interests of minority 
communities by convention in the formation 
of federal and provincial Cabinets. 

(4) The same form of government for the 
North-West Frontier Province and Baluchi- 
stan as for the other provinces. 

(5) The constitution of Sind as a separate 
province, provided the people of Sind are 
prepared to bear the hina burden of 
separation. 

CONSTITUTION CLAIM. 

The scheme lays down that the future con- 
stitution shall be federal, with residuary 
powers vesting in the federating units, but 
provides that the protection of the political 
and other rights of minority communities in 
the various provinces shall be the concern 
and within the jurisdiction of the Federal 
Government. 

The Committee, while hoping that the 
nation will endorse the scheme, expresses 
readiness to adopt any other scheme which 
commands the acceptance of all the parties 
concerned. 

A letter received from the Viceroy by Mr. 
Gandhi was discussed by the Committee, who, 
it is understood, expressed satisfaction at its 
contents. All difficulties in the way of the 
Mahatma’s visit to London for the Round 
Table Conference are now believed to have 
been surmounted. 

Mr. Gandhi is leaving for Simla to-morrow 
to have a personal talk with Lord Willingdon, 
the Viceroy, on the differences which are said 
to have arisen over alleged breaches of the 
Delhi Truce terms by local Governments. It 
is understood that his request for the appoint- 
ment of an Arbitration Board to investigate 
the alleged breaches has been rejected by the 
Government.

MANY PERSONS INJURED.

HE week-end toll of motor accidents 
in Great Britain has been un- 
usually heavy. 

Three members of a Slough family 
were killed in a motor accident near 
Picket Post, on the Ringswood-Southamp- 
ton road, late on Saturday night. A 
fourth member of the family is in hospital 
at Bournemouth, with a broken arm and 
bruises, 

The dead are:—Arthur Lloyd, aged 60, 
a sports dealer, of William street, 
Slough; Mrs, Mary Ann Louisa Lloyd, 
his wife, and Arthur Onslow Clifford 
Lloyd, health specialist, their son. The 
injured person is Mrs. Ena Lloyd, wife 
of Mr. Clifford Lloyd. 

The party were travelling to Swanage 
for a holiday in a large saloon car. They 
were descending Poulner Hill, about two 
miles from Ringwood, when the car 
apparently left the road at a sharp bend, 
ran down the slope, and crashed into a 
tree. No one appears #0 have seen the 
accident, and as the car was virtually 
out of sight from the road, it might have 
gone unnoticed for some time had not 
Mrs. Ena Lloyd struggled from the 
wreckage, and climbed the twelve yards 
or so to the road, where she attracted the 
attention of a passing motorist. 

Mr. Lloyd, junior, was found wedged 
between a tree and the car. 

Mr. Lloyd, senior, died in hospital 
during the afternoon, while his wife died 
within an hour of the accident. 


VICAR AND WIFE KILLED. 


The Rev. Frank Phineas Hill, of St. 
John’s Vicarage, Ebbw Vale, Monmouth, 
and his wife, Mrs. Bessie Hill, were killed 
in a car accident at Weston-super-Mare, 
where they were staying, on Saturday 
night. They were driving with friends in 
a car, and as they were coming out on to 
the sea front it collided with an omnibus, 
both vehicles finishing up on the lawns 
which run from end to end of the front. 
The Vicar was sitting at the back of the 
car, which was badly damaged. He was 
dead before he was admitted to hospital. 
His wife died shortly after being admitted. 

Two other occupants of the car were aiso 
taken to hospital. 

Mr. Hill had been Vicar of Ebbw Vale 
since 1922. He was ordained in 1885 and 
had held curacies in London. 

Mr. Reginald Hastilow, 
Grantown, a captain in the 6th Battalion 
(Territorial) Seaforth Highlanders, and 
Mr. George Coutts, a farmer’s son, of 
Cullerne, Findhorn, Morayshire, were 
killed in a head-on-motor cycle collision 
near Elgin late on Saturday. 

One person was killed and three were 
injured in a motor accident at Thriplow 
Heath, Cambridgeshire, on Saturday even- 
ing. The dead man is David M. Griffiths, 
of Wedderburn road, Hampstead, N.W.. 
and the injured are Miss Jean Terry, of 
Denmark Hill; Mr. Patrick Robert Peel, 
Essex road, Watford, and Mr. R. C. Cox. 
The two last-named are still in Adden- 
brocke’s Hospital, Cambridge, suffering 
from fractures, but Miss. Terry was able 
to go home. It appears that the injured 
persons were known to each other, and 
were driving in two cars which were pro- 
ceeding in the same direction.

D URING the last month, in consequence 


of heavy rains, there was plenty of 

asture in the Free State, but in 
many Batricts the grass is now soft and 
lacking in nutritive qualities. Live stock 
are healthy. Young stores have improved 
in condition; cattle being fattened on grass 
are making good progress, and milk yields 
have improved. This information is con- 
veyed in a review of agricultural conditions 
by the Department of Agriculture, Dublin. 


HAY WELL SAVED. 


usual, a considerable proportion of the crops 
has now been saved. It is probable that 
upland meadows will yield heavy crops, but 
that those on low lands will be rather pogr 
in many cases owing to the water-logged con- 
dition of the soil. Reports generally in- 
dicate that the yield of first crop hay will 
be well up to average, and that old meadows 
promise a yield heavier than average, pro 
vided that conditions remain favourable. 


GRAIN CROPS PROMISING. 

As to cereals, winter wheat has made good 
progress and looks promising. Oats are a 
heavy crop, and, given favourable conditions, 
promise a yield above the average, but in 
most cases the growth of straw has been 
heavy, and, consequently, if much rain 
should fall this month there is danger of 
widespread ‘‘lodging’’ of the crop. Barley 
also is making satisfactory progress. ‘‘Char- 
lock” has been unusually prevalent, and, in 
many instances, spraying was carried out 
with good effect. 

The area under flax this year is estimated 
to be only one-fifth of the normal. This 
decline in the acreage devoted to this crop 
is due to the unfavourable conditions which 
have prevailed in the flax industry for some 
time, and which, unfortunately, gave no 
immediate prospect of improving. 


POTATO DISEASE CHECKED. 

Early potatoes were being dug from the 
second week in June. By the end of the 
month virtually all Epicures had been dug. 
The yield was well up to the average. Prices 
began at around £16 per ton, and at the end 
of the month had dropped to £10. Second 
early and main crop varieties made good pro- 
gress generally. 

Potato blight made its appearance much 
earlier than usual, and spread _ rapidly 
throughout the country. On receipt of the 
first notification of its appearance early in 
the first week in June, the Denartment of 
Agriculture sent out warnings to growers all 
over the country, urging them to spray 'their 
crops. Reports at the end of the month 
showed that spraying had been carried out 
more extensively than usual, and that this 
and the sunnier weather had checked the pro- 
gress of the disease. 

Mangels have suffered from unsuitable 
weather, and attacks of “fly.” With the 
advent of warmer weather, however, growth 
improved, and prospects have become more 
hopeful, but the crop is still backward. Early 
sown turnips are making good progress, but in 
most districts the sowing of the crop was 
delayed by weather conditions until the 
middle of June, 


NO LIVER FLUKE. 

Flocks of sheep are generally healthy, and, 
despite the wet weather, no complaints of 
losses frora liver fluke disease have been re. 
ceived by the Department. Shearing was 
completed during June, and the clip was up 
to the average in weight. Wool prices, owing 
to the unfavourable condition of the world’s 
market, were low, ranging around 5d. to 54d. 
ver lb. for washed wool, unwashed about 1d. 
ower, 

The number of pigs on offer at fairs, 
markets and scales at factories was about 
average. Prices for bacon pigs dropped 
sharply during the month, and demand for 
store pigs and bonhams, which were in large 
supply, was very slow, largely owing to the 
bulk of the surplus potatoes having been 
cleared while prices were good. Prices for 
bonhams of 12 weeks old ranged from 12s. 6d. 
to 22s. each. Breeding stocks were well 
maintained, but present prices are disappoint- 
ing to breeders. 

Milk yields improved during the month, but 
supplies reaching the creameries were some- 
what lower than during the corresponding 
yeriod last year. The average price received 
Me milk delivered was a little over 4d. per 
galion, with separated milk returned to pro- 
ducer. Milk collected in County Meath during 
June for retail sale in Dublin returned 9d. 
per gallon to farmers.

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CELTIC CONGRESS. 
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RAPID DECLINE OF MANX 
LANGUAGE.

From Our REPORTER. 
DOUGLAS, Saturday. 

T was not a very rosy view of the posi- 
| tion in regard to the Manx language 
that was presented to the members of the 
Celtic Congress in a paper read by Mr. 
J. J. Kneen on the subject of Manx and 
its relationship to other Celtic languages, 

The time was not very remote, he said, 
when Manx would be counted among the 
dead languages. Many speakers were fast 
disappearing. In 1875 there were 12,040 
Manx speakers out of a population of 
41.084 in the island. In 1901 there were 
only 4,419 out of a population of 54,610, 
and in 1911 the number was reduced to 
208. He deplored the fact that few Manx 
people were interested enough to help to 
preserve their native language. Perhaps, 
when it was too late they would realise 
that they had lightly allowed to perish 
the thing that stamped them as a real and 
living national entity. 

In this connection it is worth mention- 
ing that Dr. Mvles Dillon met, in Peel, on 
the west side of the island an old Manx- 
man who knew the Manx language much 
better than English. t is hoped to 
utilise the linguaphone to preserve 
records of spoken Manx as a help to those 
who are anxious to learn the old 
language. 


A MISUNDERSTANDING., 


Many delegates had been looking for- 


ward with the keenest interest to the read- 
ing of a paper by the Rev. John Bourke, 
B.A., B.D., Dublin, on the subject 
of Irish Church music in medieval and 
modern times. The activities of Father 
Bourke in the present-day movement to 
popularise plainsong ‘vere familiar to the 
Irish representatives, and his paper could 
not fail to be interesting. Through a mis- 
| understanding, however, the paper was not 
read. It was sent through the post, but, 
for some reason or other, was not deli- 
vered, and, receiving no acknowledgment, 
Father Bourke, who is under a doctor’s 
care, took it that he was not expected to 
make the journey.
